Then 
the party filed solemnly down stairs to the 
kitchen under the Warden’s house and out by 
a temporary passageway*bullt of pine board

THE POISON ADMINISTERED. . 

The terrible strain had told upon Helen, 
and she became a Victim of insomnia. 

On Jan. 2 Harris got a prescription for 
six capsules, each to contain onessixth of a 
grain of morphine and four and one-half 
grains of qulnine. He gave her four of the 
six pills, telling her to take one each night. 
The other two pills he Kept. Innen he went 
to Old Point Comiort. ‘The girl took three. of 
the pills. She complained that they made 
her feel worse. She told her mother that she 
had a good mind tothrow the fourth one 
away. He mother advised her to take it, 
saying that Carlyle knew what was best for 
her. If she had not taken that pill she prob- 
ably would have been alive to-day. She took 
it just before retiring on the night of Jan. 
81, 1891. She awoke ma partial coma, and 
said to her schoolmates that she had had 
beautiful dreams. she dreamed that 
Carlyle was with her. Soon she began to 
moan and was unconscious. Drs. Fowler 
and Bauer were called in to attend her. She 
died the following mornings Harris was 
sent for. tie seemed tocare little for his 
wife’s death, but Kept insisting that the 
medicine he had given her was allright. He 
was told to go tothe drug store and find out. 
He went out to do so. The evidence showed 
that he did not go near the store, although 
he returned to say that he had been there. 

The apparent preparations Harris made to 
clear himseif from suspicion, his refusal to 
permit the girl to be buried under hig name 
and the conflicting stories he told caused 
suspicion to be directed toward himself. He 
was indicted on May 13 9 was brought 
to trial in January, 1892. He had William 
Travers Jerome, John A. Taylor and Oharles 
E. Davison to defend him. The trial lasted 
three weeks, and the defense was almost 
wholly to show that tue girl did not die of 
morpuine poisoning. Experts were on the 
stand for days. 

VERDICT AND SENTENCE. 

After deliberating an hourjand twenty min- 
ut@s a verdict of murder in ‘the first degree 
was r was 8 to die 
on March 21, Harri William F. 
howe Forks counsel then, Ie seven Judges 
of the Court of Appeals unanimously affirmed 
the conviction in one of the strongest de- 
cisions, ever written by Judge Gray. The 
fruitiess proceedings fora new trial, which 
Recorder Smyth denied, are so recent as to 
be familiar. In these proceedings the de- 
tense abandoned its former ground and set 
up that the dead girl was in the habit of tak- 
ing morphine, and that the dose which killed 
her was self-administere1.

FAMOUS POISONING CASES. 


Recent history furnishes several cases 
analogous to that of Carlyle W. Harris. che 
first of these and which aroused the world to 
the fact that the common knowledge and use 
of poisonous drugs had created a new peril 
for human life and was likely to produce a 
type of murder the discovery of which wowid 
be excessively dificult, was that of Willidm 
Palmer, known in English criminal annals as 
„the Rugeley poisoner.’’ This man was 
brought to trial in London in May, 1856, for 
the murder of J. P. Cook by poison.. He had 
poisoned Cook and at least two other per- 
sons, dis wite and brother, for the purpose 
of collecting the insurance on th lives. 
Palmer, like Harris, baa Bek lage man who 
had studied medicine and had acquired a 
taste for fast living. The evidence against 
him was wholly circumstantial aud far less 
conclusive than that given against rris. 
But he was convicted and hanged. Atthe 
last moment, as he stood on the fatal Rez. 
he acknowledged his guilt in words which, 
by implication, admitted tbat he had also 
poisoned his wife and brother. 

From that time on to the present there is 
no doubt whatever that murder by means of 
poisoning has been steadily on the increase. 


THEY WERE DOCTORS, TOO. 


About a year later Dr. Thomas Smethurst 
imitated Palmer and was tried and convicted 
in England for poisoning Isabella Banks. 
whom he had married during his lawfui 
wife’s lifetime. The Home Secretary of the 
day was inclined to doudt the sufficiency of. 
the evidence and reprieved him after sen- 
tence; but he was afterward found gulity of 
bigamy and served a sentence for that 
crime. After he came out of prison, in 1862, 
he proved the will of. the woman de un- 
questionably poisoned and abtained all her 
property, which was the opject of his crime 
—a miscarriage of justice very rare in 
England. 

Another close imitator of Palmer was Dr. 
Pritchard, a Scotch physician, who slowly 
poisoned his wife and her mother by anti- 
mony. He was convicted on circumstan 
evidence and executed at Glasgow in 0 
1865, and fully confessed his crimes, Cather- 
ine WIIson, in 1862, was ‘similarly con 
and executed for the potsoning

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EMPHASIZING MISMANAGEMENT. 

Eminent Republicans who persist in at- 
tempting to make capital out of the finan- 
cial troubles of the Cleveland Administra- 
tion are stupidly heaping up popular in- 
dignation against their own party. 

These gentlemen cast discredit upon the 
sense of the American people when they

Under these circumstances the more 
difficulties the succeeding managers have 
in straightening out the estate the worse 
is the reflection upon the management of 
their predecessors. The American people 
are just and sensible enough to lay the 
blame for governmental troubles im- 
mediately following a Republican Ad- 
ministration where it belongs and to give 
the Cleveland Administration a fair chance 
to prove its honesty and ability.

THE SPECTER OF SOCIALISM. 

The spread of so-called socialistic ideas 
in the West is viewed with something like 
terror by the congealed conservatives of the 
country, who are always frightened by the 
manifestations of originality of any “Kind 
and are apt to give it a harder name than 
it really deserves. Thatthereisany dan- 
ger in the speculations of half-baked 
thinkers will not be believed by any one 
whose conscience is not guilty or whose 
intelligence is not perverted by an unde- 
served prosperity. Those theories, coming 
from the Western prairies, which are 
sound, will survive and prevail because 
they are sound: Those which spring from 
mere resentment, which are only the maun- 
derings of minds upset by distress, will die 
out with the conditions that produced 
them. Someof the ideas vented so loudly 
in the West are undoubtedly socialistic, 
but that there is not a modicum of truth 
and health in them does not follow from 
the socialistic form in which they are 
cast. 

It cannot be denied that the Western peo- 
ple have good ground for a protest. The 
life of the pioneer is a hard one at best, but 
it has been made much harder by the eco- 
nomic system which has grown up with the 
development of resources and which has 
been used to swell individual prosperity 
out of the national wealth. The discrim- 
ination of railway companies against some 
localities for the purpose of building up 
others, the Over-capitalization of all kinds 
of corporations which operates as a‘draft 
upon the resourceg of the country, taking 
precedence over all other demands, and a 
score or more abuses suggested by the inge- 
nuity of eager speculators, all combine to 
reduce the people who have to pay the cost 
to a condition of dependence and want 
against which they are bound to protest. 
Nor can it be pleaded in reply that 
these people have brought themselves 
to their low estate—that they have only 
themselves to blame for their own folly in 
making profligate concessions. It does 
not comfort a sufferer or lessen his pain 
to tell him that if he had had 
more common sense he would not 
have got into trouble. The fact is 
the whole country is inyolved in a 
huge blunder, and all but a very few are 
the victims; anditisonly natural that in 
searching fora way out many sbould go 
astray and commit themselves to irrational 
and fantastic theories. 

But the American people are neither ir- 
rational nor fantastic. In the long run 
they come round to common sense. This 
belief is well expressed by the Springfield. 
(Mass.) Republican, which seems to have 
a perennial faith in democracy and hu- 
man nature in spite of the conservative in- 
fluences which surround it:

cal favor for his brothers. One of them is a 
father of in Dolphin County, Mo., and the 
ther of the young man who has ust deen 
inted postmaster was sort of an easy- 

Ro ngman. Hedied about two years ago. 
used to be employed in Jefferson City 
whenever the Legislature was in session, and 
at other periods held odd jobs in his county. 
Senator Hill telta little bitter towards his 
brothers at one time. One reason that Sena- 
tor Hill is so popular about his old home 
in Elmira is cause he was one of 
the dest sons that ever lived. From the 
time he was 12 years of age he was the sole 
support of his widowed mother, and he was 
perfectiy devoted to her. His father was 
a small carpenter, and didn’t amount to 
much intellectually, but his mother wasa 
very brainy woman, and the Senator takes 
after her. About the only time Senator Hill 
is ever known to indulge in sentiment is 
when he talks of his mother. He says he owes 
everything to her training. The two brothers 
who moved to Missouri were considerably 
older than David. The eldest of them, who 
was the father of the boy just appointed 
Postmaster, married a lady of some prop- 
erty, and they moved to Missouri, taking 
the next oldest brother—the doctor—with 
them, leaving the home with young David. 
The brothers never send any money 
back to help his mother — and David 
had to struggle hard to support her as well 


as to obtain an education, but he did it he- 


roically. He has always felt that they 
treated his mother badly by not remaining at 
home and sticking by her. Since he became 
one of the leading men of the country they 
have looked to him for assistance, but he has 
refused to put himself under political ee 
tions to aid them. Senator Hill says that his 
brothers might have done well bad they re- 
mained in New York State, for they had bet- 
ter opportunities than he did, and he thinks 
that each of them had as much natural abil- 
ity as himself. They have not thrived well 
In Missouri. and for this reason Senator Hill 
has never had a very high opinion of the fifth 
State in the Union.

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BRUTALLITI BEATEN.

Louis by One of His Workmen. 


A particularly brutal assault was made on 
Saturday evening on the person of J. J.

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IN HIS DAY HE WAS AMERICA’S PRE- 
0 MIER JOCKEY. 


He Hopes to Give the Same Gatisfaction 
Asa Starter That He Did as a Jockey 
—Van Nest and the Board of Stewards 
— Base Ball Notes—General Sporting 
News. 


Jimmy McLaughlin, the noted ex-jockey 
and trainer, who is now starting horse 
races, arrived in this city this morning from. 
Washington, where he finished his engage- 
ment atthe Bennings track last Saturday. 
Jimmy will succeed Assistant Judge Hatch, 
who replaced Caldwell as starter at the Fair 
Grounds, and will officiate forthe first time 
at the Fair Grounds this afternoon. In his 
day McLaughlin wasthe premier jockey of 
America. He was given his first lessons as a 
rider by ‘‘Father’’ Bill Daly, who also 
turned out McLaughlin’s great rival, ‘‘Snap- 
per’’ Garrison, Marty Bergen, Jimmy and 
Johnny Lambley and numerous other stars 
of the pigskins. © McLaughlin was 
one of the first of Daly’s pupils to attract at- 
tention by his clever work and the Dwyef 
brothers soon captured him. While riding 
forthe Brooklyn turfmen, he piloted such 
grand performers as Luke Blackburn, Miss 
Woodford, Dew Drop, Hanover, Tremont, 
Pontiac and Longstreet to victory. Jimmy 
leftthe Dwyers shortly beforethe brothers 
separated,coming out West and signing with 
Hankins & Campbell’s stable. While with 
this string he rode Terra Cotta, Huntress and 
Robespierre. He remained in theemploy of 
Hankins & Campbell about one-half a sea- 
son, leaving them to returp tothe Eastern 


circuit. 

He first started horses at Clifton, 
and after a month’s successful work 
with the flag he signed to train for Pierre 
Loriliard. Asatrainer he was thoroughly 
at home and soon ranked with the best. He 
left the millionaire tobacco merchant’s em- 
ploy to enter into partnership with Jere 
Wernberg, the Brooklyn lawyer, who has a 
fancy to own good fiyers. Last season he 
and Jimmy“owned Wolcott, Key West and a 
number of other fair classed platers. They 
made money, and when the legitimate East- 
ern season closed McLaughiin came West to 
Roby with hisstring. The Roby magnates 
induced him to do their starting, and he 
made a very creditable showing. From Roby 
he went to Washington, where he started 
during the Ivy City meeting last February. 
Here his work was of the ‘‘gilt-edge’’ order, 
andthe Bennings managers signed him to 
start their meeting this spring. 

He stated this morning thatihe was not 
positive that he would beable to stay at the 
Fair Grounds throughout the present meet- 
ing. Lou see, said he, ‘‘I have signed to 
officiate at Toronto for five days, commenc- 
ing May 2%. WhenlI signed to succeed Cald- 
well out here I engaged Manager Carr of 
Guttenburg to replace me at Toronto. The 
Canadian magnates, however, have informed 
me that Carr would nat fill the bill. I then 
informed Caldwell. who induced me to come 
here, of this fact and he told me to notify the 
Toronto peo — that he would g on and fll 
my date att oint. I guess Caldwell will 
suit them, but r he does not I will have to go 
on myself. The last time I was in this city,’’ 
continued McLaughlin, ‘‘was when I came 
out here to ride Miss Woodford in the $10, 000 
Eclipse stakes. That was the day ‘Lucky’ 
Baldwin’s Volante gave the Dwyer mare 
such a hard race. I was much impressed 
with the Fair Grounds track then, and sup- 
pose if I give as much satisfaction as a start- 
er as I did the day I rode Miss Woodford 
here, St. Louisans will not have much cause 
to think unkindly of me. Caldwell, who pre- 
ceded me here, is a veteran at the business, 
who is considered about the premier of us 
all and just say forme that when my work is 
compared with his, the fact that [am as yet 
an apprentice, must not be lost sight of. 


VAN NESS’ POSITION. 
Frank Van Ness will demand from the 
Board of Stewards of the st. Louis Jockey 
Club this afternoon a decision on the eligi- 


bility of his stake entries. As was stated in 
the PostT-DISPATCH last Friday the question 
has been raised since his reinstatement by 
the trotting association whether his stake 
entries made wulle he was ruled 
of the turf are legal. Presi- 
dent Wells, in discussing tne point 
at the time of his reinstatement said: The 
matter is both complicated and delicate. 
While Van Ness is eligible since the action of 
the Trotting Association to enter for over- 
night handicaps or purses, his nominations 
to stake events made before his reinstate- 
ment are ap entirely different matter. If he 
was not eligible to run at the time he made 
his nominations, it is a question whether 
such nominations can stand. The Secretary 
of a jockey club in 9 | nominations 
does not pass upon the eligibility of thejnomi- 
nee but receives his entry subject to the 
rules of racing; that isto whatever dispo- 
sition the Board of Stewards may see fit to 
make ot it. We would like to see Morello run 
at our meeting but at the same time we could 
not afford to have ourselves tangled up in 
the litigation that would follow if his own- 

er’s right to run was not legally defined. I 
was thinking of calllng jaa meeting ot the 
Turf Congress to settle the mrtter but that is 
rather a dificult thingtodo just nowas the 
members are up totheirears in business.
